We re-
print the proclamation:

Whrrraii, Reliable information has boon tocMred
that hostile Indians, within the limits ot the United
States, have been furnished wiih arms- - and muni-
tions of war by persons living within loroign terri-
tory, and aro therolore enabled to prosecuto their
savaaro warfare upon the expossd and sparse settle-
ments oi tlie frontier. Now, iberetorc, be it known
tnat 1, Abraham liucoln, President of tlio United
States of America, do horehy proclaim aud direct
that all persons engaged in teat nefarious traffic,
shall be arrested and tried by court-martia- l at tlie
nearest military post, and, if convicted, shall receive
the i rt due to their deserts.
In witness whereof I have hereunto sot my hand

and caused ilie seal of the United states to be
aflixod.
